Trying the dishes | 
wes interesting, and we found the food not unacceptable to our modern 
tastes. It was a fescinating evening, something q uite dif°erent, and the 
informed chatter of the two demonstretors was entertsSining. _ 
Wo would heve thought that folks go to courses on Roman cookery? But thes 
do; the Museum at Chedworth near Cirencester, organises them. ~

Editor of Hymns Ancient and Modern, one of the very best 
known hymn books in England. First published in 1861, it 
was a great, not to say howling, success, and went into 
many editions. It was, in fact, too successful for its own 
good, for it could not change to keep up with the times, 
and it became known irreverently as Hymns Ancient. and 
mid-Victorian. 


Strangely, in view of Dr. Frost's connection, we do not have 
this book in church here. We have the English Hymnal, . - 
better in its music, worse (in my view) in its words. 


Most of us have favourite hymns, and some have hymns we 
hate. How about hymns we don't know and won't learn? 
Pity the poor vicar and organist who must choose hymns for 
every Sunday. They try to choose hymns with good tunes and 
good words, and they try not to have the same few hymns 
over and over again.

Not just ancient.
